AROUND NOON (WASHINGTON TIME) ON TUESDAY. THIS ANNOUNCEMENT HAS BEEN 
AGREED TO BY SOVIETS WITH KISSINGER. TEXT IS BEING WORKED OUT TODAY 
BUT WILL CLEARLY CONVEY FACT THAT VIETNAM WAS PURPOSE OF KISSINGER 
VISIT TO MOSCOW? (2) ANNOUNCE ON TUESDAY EVENING AT 7:30 P.M. OUR 
WILLINGNESS TO RETURN TO PUBLIC SESSION IN PARIS ON THURSDAY, APRIL 
27? AND (3) ANNOUNCE NEW TROOP CEILING ON WEDNESDAY EVENING. 

CONCURRENT WITH THIS ANNOUNCEMENT PRESIDENT WILL MAKE IT VERY CLEAR

THAT HE INTENDS TO CONTINUE AIR WAR IN NORTH AS LONG AS ENEMY OFFENSIVE 
CONTINUES. PLEASE CAUTION THAT THE PLANS ARE STILL TENTATIVE, THAT 
KNOWLEDGE OF THESE DECISIONS IS EXTREMELY CLOSELY HELD IN WASHINGTON 
AND THAT WE MUST BE MOST CAREFUL TO PREVENT LEAKS. (CABINET MEMBERS 
AT THIS TIME ARE NOT AWARE OF THE PRESIDENT* S PLANS.) 

3. IN CONJUNCTION WITH THE POSSIBLE PRESIDENTIAL STATEMENT ON 
TROOP WITHDRAWALS WHICH COULD TAKE PLACE ON WEDNESDAY, I HAVE ASKED 
SECRETARY LAIRD TO HAVE GENERAL ABRAMS SEND A PERSONAL APPRAISAL TO 
THE PRESIDENT TO ARRIVE WASHINGTON NOT LATER THAN 0800 WASHINGTON TIME: 
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WEDNESDAY, APRIL 26. THE PRESIDENT HAS ASKED THAT YOU TALK TO 
GENERAL ABRAMS ABOUT THIS APPRAISAL AND MAKE THE FOLLOWING POINTS: 

(1) THE APPRAISAL SHOULD BE VERY SHORT AND GENERAL IN CHARACTER; (2) 

IT SHOULD BE ORIENTED FOR PUBLIC. CONSUMPTION AS A BRIEF OVERALL 
ASSESSMENT FROM THE FIELD COMMANDER TO THE COMMANDER IN CHIEF; <3> IT 
SHOULD BE AS OPTIMISTIC AND CONFIDENT AS THE SITUATION LEGITIMATELY 

PERMITS; (4) IT SHOULD ADDRESS THE NATURE AND SCOPE OF U.S. AIR

OPERATIONS IN THE CONTEXT OF THE NEED TO PROTECT U.S. LIVES AS OUR 
TR OOPS ARE WIT HDRWN; (5) IT SHOULD CONTAIN A CONCISE APPRAISAL BY 
GENERAL ABRAMS OF THE PERFORMANCE OF SOUTH VIETNAMESE FORCES. YOU 
WILL RECALL THE "CAN HACK IT" PHRASE EMPLOYED EARLIER. PERHAPS 

SOME COLORFUL TERMINOLOGY OF THIS KIND WOULD BE HELPFUL.

4. HENRY* S DISCUSSIONS IN MOSCOW SUGGEST SOVIETS MAY WISH TO 
BE HELPFUL ON VIETNAM BECAUSE OF THEIR CONCERNS WITH OTHER AREAS. 

THEY HAVE BEEN MOST ADAMANT THAT THEY WERE NOT AWARE OF THE TIMING 
AND SCOPE OF THE ENEMY* S OFFENSIVE. THEY ALSO HAVE BEEN EXTREMELY 

FORTHCOMING IN COMMITMENTS FOR MAINTAINING THE SUMMIT AT ALL COSTS

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DISCUSS THE WAR AT A TIME WHEN WE HAVE BEEN INTENSELY BOMBING NORTH

VIETNAM MUST BE DISCONCERTING TO HANOI* WE ARE VERY HOPEFUL THAT THE 
REVELATION OF HENRY* S MEETING IN MOSCOW WILL DO MUCH TO ADD TO THE 
PRESIDENT* S FLEXIBILITY IN CONTINUING AIR OPERATIONS IN THE NORTH. 

5. IN DISCUSSING THE FOREGOING TENTATIVE GAME PLAN WITH THIEU IT 
WILL BE ESSENTIAL THAT YOU OBTAIN HIS SUPPORT FOR RETURNING TO 
PLENARY SESSION ON THURSDAY, THE 27TH, AS YOU KNOW, THE ANNOUNCEMENTS 
TOGETHER WITH THE SUBSEQUENT SECRET SESSION WHICH WE ANTICIPATE WILL 
BE HELD ON MAY 2 WILL CONSTITUTE IRREFUTABLE EVIDENCE OF U.S, AND 
GVN REASONABLENESS EVEN IN THE FACE OF THE MOST FLAGRANT ENEMY 
VIOLATION OF PAST UNDERSTANDINGS. SHOULD MAY 2ND SECRET SESSION PROVE
